Accolade for a Horsebacker; 


Revival Among 3-Year-Olds 


New York 

I suppose T must have a hidden fondness 
for horseplayers. because when they do 
something nice I'm unreasonably pleased 
about it. They did last Saturday. when 
Bobby Permane got back to the saddle 
after more than 14 menths spent recuper- 
ating from injuries suffered in a spill in 
Florida March of 1949. For a long 
time it did not seem that he would ever 
ride again. for recovery was painfully slow, 
and even after Permane was up and 
around. taking whirlpool baths at the track 
every day. it took him a long time to re- 
cover his strength. 

Well. on June 3 he came out again. in 
the first race. on a filly named Navy Flash. 
There was a suggestion that some an- 
nouncement of the fact be made over the 
public address system. but this of course 
was vetoed. because the public address 
system is used primarily to inform. the 
customers about things they can see posted 
on a board in the infield. and not to give 
them new information. 

It turned out the public address system 
wasn't needed. When Navy Flash stepped 
on the track there was a spontaneous wave 
of applause from the right end of the 
stands. Tt moved up steadily like a wave. 
along with the post parade. breaking out 
in new places every now and then. I don’t 
know when I’ve seen a rider more warmly 
received. and Permane. though he was 
liked well enough, was never any special 
favorite with the New York crowds. It 
seemed to be just a tribute to a boy who'd 
had a hard time and had got through it. 
and it was pleasant to see. The little 
rascals may have souls. after all. By next 
week T shall be repenting that T said this. 
but it seems so right now. 

Permane did the best he could with 
Navy Flash. shooting her to the front and 
staving there for six furlongs. But the 
race was seven furlongs long. and in the 
last eighth two horses passed him and 
he finished third. Since Navy Flash was 
off at 24 to 1. this was better than had 
heen expected of her. T suppose it was 
a good thing she lost. because if she’d 
lasted at that price T expect we have char- 
acters about to suggest that it was a 
shoo-in. 


MONOPOLY. For Monday and Tues- 


dav of last week it seemed that Nick and 
Wayne Huff. who are father and son in the 
order named, had about cornered the 


riding talent at Belmont. On Monday Ted 
Atkinson. for whom Nick Huff acts as 
agent. rode five winners. On Tuesday 
afternoon Atkinson got three more, and 
Keith Stuart. the 92-pounder from Ber- 
muda. whom Nick also handles. won the 
final race. In between Anthony Ferraiuolo, 
the apprentice who is being handled by 
Wayne. got two races. So of 14 flat races 
in the two days. the Huffs were handling 
the winners of 11. The Huff stable also 
includes Jim Nichols. who did not get a 
winner in this period, but who has been 
setting along well enough in his first try 
at the New York circuit.

In bringing Citation back to this peak. 
Trainer Jimmy Jones exhibited some of 
the patience that has made his father pre- 
eminent as a trainer. To the casual eye. 
at least, Plain Ben doesn’t become ruffled 
at losing a race. There’s always another 
one—and quite often a richer one—in the 
next condition book, and it usually hap- 
pens that if the Joneses lose one race, 
they regain their poise by winning two. 

Citation came out of the race in good 
condition. He seemed to have regained a 
good portion of the form that made him 
the “horse of the year” in 1948. After de- 
veloping an osselet late in that season, he 
was unraced until January. 1950. Trainer 
Jones said. after the Golden Gate Mile. 
that Citation needs more time between 
races than when he was a 3-year-old. 

Citation’s next big objective at Golden 
Gate would be the i44-mile Golden Gate 
Handicap on June 24. That would give him 
a two-weeks rest. and if he were success- 
ful. something over $950.000. Like his hu- 
man centemporaries, Citation was finding 
it hard to get that first million. But with 
reasonable luek, he would have to go only 
about two laps farther.

Citation, now the world’s leading money winner, 
was foaled at) Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, 
Lexington, Ky., on April 11, 1945. He won eight 
of nine starts at two, and at the end of the year 
he was weighted at 126 pounds in the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap. This was three pounds 
above Better Self and Relic, among the colts, 
and was even with his stablemate Bewiteh (121), 
considering the five-pound filly allowance accru- 
ing to her. 

His victories in 1947, at twe, included the 
Elementary Stakes. the Belmont Futurity, and 
the Pimlico Futurity. He was second to Bewitch 
‘n the Washington Park Futurity, his only defeat 
of the vear. At Arlington Park he set a_ track 
record of :58 for five furlongs.

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OBITUARY 


Douglas MacDonald Davis 


Douglas MacDonald Davis, 54, died at 
a Lexington hospital on June 1. He had 
been ill since last fall, when he under- 
went an operation, but he had made a 
partial recovery during the winter, and 
was looking forward to resuming his ac- 
tivities as owner of High Hope Farm, at 
Lexington. 

Mr. Davis was born at Jewettville, N. 
Y., and was educated at Buffalo. His early 
association with the horse business was 
with saddle stock, which he bred, trained, 
and exhibited successfully. Among the 
well known horses he developed were 
Silver Mac, William the Conquerer, Pea- 
vine Dare, March of Time, Betty Firefly, 
Rex Firefly, and Patsy Patricia. 

In 1929 Mr. Davis bought a farm in 
Bourbon County, Kentucky, which he 
named High Hope Farm. In 1935 he ac- 
quired the Glen Helen Stud, on the Rus- 
sell Cave Pike, near Lexington, which had 
been owned by John S. Barbee. It was 
part of the original Elmendorf tract owned 
by J. B. Haggin, and is the site of the 
locally famous Blue Spring, a remarkable 
source of water. Mr. Davis changed the 
name of the establishment to High Hope 
Farm, after his earlier place. It was well 
equipped for horses when he bought it. 

The master of High Hope got into Thor- 
oughbred breeding by accident. He visited 
a farm in central Kentucky to buy a 
young saddle prospect which had been

sired by one of his stallions. The owner 
was willing to sell, but only on condition 
that Mr. Davis buy a Throughbred mare 
which the man had received from the 
estate of an uncle who had died shortly 
before. Mr. Davis protested that he didn’t 
want any Thoroughbreds, but the man 
held to his terms, so Mr. Davis bought 
the saddle horse and paid an additional 
$100 for the mare. 

The mare was Tylene. by Dress Parade 
—*Colorvieto, by Collar. Her first foal 
for Mr. Davis was sold as a yearling for 
something like 25 times the original cost 
of the mare. He developed into the winner 
Fly Ty. Her next foal brought $2,000 as 
a weanling. He became the winner Bar C, 
Her next was the winner Hi-Ty. Then 
came the winners High Hope, which 
placed in stakes, and Fuzzy Muzzle. Mr. 
Davis was in Thoroughbred breeding to 
stay. 

He gradually disposed of his saddle 
horses, and began to acquire more Thor- 
oughbreds. The transition was easy, for 
he was a good horseman with a good 
reputation, and had no difficulty becom- 
ing established in the new field. The first 
Thoroughbred stallion to stand at High 
Hope was Robert L. Gerry’s High Strung. 
Later came Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s 
High Quest, *Haleyon Gift, which Mr. 
Davis imported from England; Allen T. 
Simmons’ Eternal Bull; Mrs. Sloane’s 
Psychic Bid, Okapi, and Grand Admiral. 
and others. He also boarded mares for 
several patrons, and was an adviser in 
yearling purchases. One of his selections 
was the stakes-winning filly Fleet Rings, 
which he recommended to his friend 
George Ring. 

Mr. Davis bred many winners, includ- 
ing the stakes winners Blue Grip, Hogie, 
and Eternal War, and he was a regular 
consignor to the Keeneland Summer Sales, 
He was particularly successful at han- 
dling stallions. Each stallion at High 
Hope had a separate barn and paddock, 
and was free to come and go as he 
pleased. When showing visitors around 
the place, Mr. Davis would drive up 
alongside a stallion paddock, whistle or 
call the horse by name. and the stallion 
would trot over to the fence to be petted 
and admired. 


Douglas Davis was distinguished-look- 
ing: tall, lean, ruddy, white haired. He 
was extremely forthright with his opin- 
ions, and did not trouble to cultivate 
anyone he didn’t like. But once given. his 
friendship was firm, and he quietly did 
many favors for horsemen and others. He 
was generous with money, and sometimes. 
when he learned that someone he knew 
was in financial straits, he would call 
them up and peremptorily order them to 
accept a loan until things got better. His 
charities and benefactions were many, and 
were bestowed without publicity. He en- 


joyed telling stories, of which he had 3 
large fund, and his booming voice was 
easily recognizable. 

Though in recent years he had_ not 
owned saddle horses, he was in demand 
as a judge, and in that capacity served 
at many of the nation’s leading horse 
shows. He performed these assignments 
impartially, and with a thorough knowl. 
edge of the qualifications sought in saddle 
and fine harness horses. Friends said he 
was an equally good judge of people. 

Mr. Davis is survived by his wife, Mrs, 
Helen Moore Davis; a daughter, Mrs, 
Leonard Lawrence, Birmingham, Mich; 
two sons, Douglas M. Davis Jr., of Lex: 
ington, and John S$. Davis, Birmingham, 
Mich., and several grandchildren. Burial 
was at Lexington. 

Douglas M. Davis Jr.. who previously 
had been associated with his father, will 
continue to operate High Hope Farm. He 
plans to sell the lease on his Glencairn 
Stud, and move to High Hope. 


Charles Stuart Howard 


Charles S. Howard, who in the course 
of a few years achieved the pinnacle of 
success in racing, died of a heart attack 
June 6 at his home in the San Francisco 
suburb of Hillsborough. He was. stricken 
and died at 8:20 a. m., shortly after he 
had risen for his day’s work. The 69-year- 
old sportsman had been ill on several oc- 
casions in the last few years, but his sud- 
den death came as a quite unexpected 
shock. He was among the best known and 
most popular figures in racing. 

Charles Stuart Howard was born in 
Georgia and lived there as a boy, but it 
took a much larger portion of the world 
to contain his energy and ambition. While 
still in his teens he was one of Teddy 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders in the Spanish- 
American War, and here perhaps is a 
leading clue to his later fondness for 
Thoroughbreds and other types of horses 

he was a good horseman himself. 

He became the representative of a New 
York bicycle firm, and for some time was 
a bicycle racer. Early in the century he 
took off for California, arriving there with 
31 cents in his pocket, as he later recalled. 
Soon he was operating a bicycle repair 
shop in San Francisco, and when it be: 
came apparent that the horseless carriage 
had “come to stay” he turned to selling 
automobiles 1905. 

Later his “luck” on the Turf was to 
become proverbial, but nothing he ever 
did in racing was comparable the 
choice he made in business. Among. the 
numerous mekes of cars in the new in 
dustry he chose Buick, one of the few 
which lasted out the years. He became 
the distributor for California and a few 
counties in Nevada, and his agency in

Samuel Finklestein, a New York hotel 
owner, has bought nine yearlings from 
William Bell and Harry Jones’s Hilltop 
Farm, in Bourbon County near Paris, 
Ky. The nine horses, the entire crop raised 
by Hilltop, are by Last Reward, and are 
of the stallion’s first crop of foals. Last 
Reward is a 7-year-old brown horse by 
Reaping Reward—Last Song. by My Play. 
He was bred by Mr. Jones. was unplaced 
in his only start at two. C. W. Damon 
will break the yearlings at Keeneland.

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time became one of the largest in the 
world. 

\s his wealth accrued into the millions 
he became one of the largest landowners 
in California, with several ranches total- 
ing many thousands of acres. His earlier 
sporting interests included yachts and big 
game hunting. Always fond of horses, he 
played polo into his later years and kept 
a considerable stable of ponies for him- 
self and others in his family. 

Mr. Howard turned his attention to rac- 
ing in 1934, operating at first on a small 


scale, with the horses trained by M. 
(Buster) Millerick and racing in the 


name of Mrs. Howard. Expansion came 
soon, and in 1937 Mrs. Howard was the 
leading owner, with 60 wins and $214,559 
in earnings. Beginning in 1938, the stable 
raced in the name of Mr. Howard, and 
for four years in succession he ranked 
first (in 1940), second, or third on the 
list of leading money-winning owners. 

Those were the years of Seabiscuit, 
*Kayak 2nd, *Sorteado, Porter’s Cap, and 
Mioland. He had bought Seabiscuit as a 
3-year-old for $8,000 at the Saratoga meet- 
ing of 1936. *Kayak 2nd was bought for 
about $7,500 from the Palermo sales in 
Argentina as a result of a suggestion 
from his son Lin, who was in Buenos 
Aires playing polo. Lin had telephoned 
his father that three good Congreve colts 
were to be sold next day, and had re- 
ceived instructions to go as high as $10,- 
000. The two which Lin preferred went 
above that figure, and he was left with 
*Kayak 2nd—which earned $213,205. 

*Sorteado, a triple crown winner in 
Argentina, was bought for $20,000 and 
had established himself as the country’s 
leading stayer when he suffered an injury 
which made it necessary to destroy him. 
Mioland was obtained in 1940 for $15,- 
000, Mr. Howard getting the horse be- 
cause he used the telephone to close the 
deal while another owner was sending 
his acceptance by telegraph. Porter’s Cap, 
one of the top 2-year-olds of 1940, was a 
$1.300 bargain from the Saratoga yearling 
sales. 

These and other purchases skyrocketed 
the Howard Turf fortunes at a rate of 
which most owners can only dream. They 
gave Charles Howard the reputation for 
a sort of magic touch. Actually, of course 
he bought many other horses on which 
he took considerable losses. In his earlier, 
so-called “lucky” years. it was his prac- 
tice to buy most of his racing stock at 
modest prices. His first good stakes win- 
ner, the mare Coramine, was bought as 
a yearling at Saratoga for $500 in 1935, 
a year in which he bought 19 yearlings 
for $15,550. 

In recent years he has invested large 
sums in the purchase of high-class stock.

After the death of Seabiscuit he pur- 
chased the Australian champion *Ajax 
for a reported $100,000 to take the place 
of his favorite in the stud. He paid about 
$40,000 for the English *Fast and Fair 
in 1946, and in 1948 spent, by newspa- 
per guesses, about $175,000 for the Aga 
Khan’s *Nathoo and *Noor. The latter 
repaid him in good measure this year by 
beating Citation in the Santa Anita Han- 
dicap and the San Juan Capistrano Han- 
dicap. It was his third victory in the 
Santa Anita Handicap, and he was _nar- 
rowly beaten on three other occasions. 
twice with Seabiscuit and ence with Mio- 
land. 

Seabiscuit was the great horse for Mr. 
Howard and for California. After a hard 
at two (35 starts) and a modest 
performance in the first half of his 3-year- 
old year. he passed from the Wheatley 
Stable into the hands of Mr. Howard, and 
under the direction of Tom Smith became 
the largest money winner up to that time 
(1940). with earnings of $437,730. Twice 
beaten a nose in the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap. he came back from a year of un- 
soundness and won the big race in 1940, 
setting a new track record of 2:0115 un- 
der 130 pounds. As a 5-year-old in 1938 
he had run one of his best remembered 
races. winning the Pimlico Special from 
War Admiral. Seabiscuit was retired to the 
stud at a fee of $2.500 after his Santa 
Anita Handicap victory. Though he stood 
at Ridgewood Ranch in northern Cali- 
fornia, far from the centers of racing,

thousands of tourists stopped to see him, 
as he was the most famous horse in the 
West. He died in May, 1947, and a statue 
of him stands at Santa Anita Park as a 
memorial to his courage and class. 

At Ridgewood Ranch, a_ sprawling, 
mountainous 16,000 acres near the vil- 
lage of Willits, north of San Francisco,

Howard established his Thoroughbred 
nursery. The horses were kept, for the 
most part, near the residence, where the 
land is comparatively flat. The stud was 
built up rapidly, and at the time of his 
death included about 75 mares and the 
stallions *Ajax, Mioland, *Fair Truckle, 
Sea Sovereign, and Sabu. Last year a 
Daily Racing Form columnist reported 
that Howard had taken a census of the 
herses he owned and that the count was 
474, a figure which presumably included 
several different types and breeds. 

As a complement to his northern ranch, 
Mr. Howard maintained another estab- 
lishment, including a training track, at 
San Isidro, just above the Mexican bor- 
der. There he sent his yearlings when 
they were ready to go into training. 

Among the trainers who handled the 
Howard horses were Major Sven Chris- 
tensen and M. (Buster) Millerick in the 
early, exploratory period, and Tom Smith, 
J. H. (Bud) Stotler, Hurst Philpot, and 
Burley Parke in the years of the stable’s 
ascendancy. Parke is the present trainer. 

Mr. Howard is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Marcella Howard, and three sons, 
Lindsey, Robert S., and Charles S$. How- 
ard, Jr. All the children were in south- 
ern California at the time of his unex- 
pected death. Lindsey and Robert have 
been interested in racing several 
years.

Hanly C. Ragan, owner of Fair Acres 
Farm, near Lexington, died on May 30, 
after an illness of several months. He was 
77. Mr. Ragan, formerly a newspaper man, 
had been in the Thoroughbred breeding 
business for the past 25 years. He sold 
yearlings on the market, and also raced 
some of his horses. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Lizzie

son. is Turf editor of the Louisville Times.

Lord Mildmay of Flete, a gentleman 
rider who was greatly popular with Eng- 
lish racegoers. was drowned near Mothe- 
combe, England, on May 12. He disap- 
peared while swimming at his private 
beach. 

The lanky (6-foot, 4-inch) peer en- 
joyed riding steeplechasers, which he did 
with considerable skill, but he never 


gained a victory in the Grand National, 
the race he tried hardest to win. In the 
1936 running he was leading at the next- 
to-last fence, when the bridle pulled loose 
and he was unable to ride his mount out.

The 
following spring Solita foaled a brown filly by 
Bold Irishman, which will be sold at the Keene- 
land Summer Sales. Solita is now owned by Mr. 
Cunningham and G. C. Coleman. She had a che-t- 
nut colt by Reply Paid at Mr. Coleman’s Cole 
Spring Farm, Lexington, this spring, and is booked 
to the same stallion. 

Kings Hope was sold as a yearling at the Keene- 
land fall sales of 1949 for $3,000, and was bought 
by Freddie Sharpe, owner of Elite Stud Farm. Mr. 
Sharpe now owns the colt in partnership with 
Nicholas de las Casas, Venezuelan stable owner, 
and occasional visitor to the U. S. In his first 
start, on January 13 at New Orleans, Kings Hope 
was sixth in a 12-horse field. He made nine 
statts before winning his first race at Churchill 
Downs on April 29. He had, however, raced in 
the money several times.

keep up with the pacemaker. He failed by a neck. 

Kings Hope’s next start was the Joliet Stakes, 
in which he faced some of the same opposition 
he defeated in the Bashford Manor. The son of 
King Cole got away from the gate in first place, 
and opened up a lead of a length and a half, 
Mrs. Emil Denemark’s Ruhe came between horses 
in the turn, and went up on the inside, but was 
not able to get closer than half a length to the 
winner. 

Kings Hope is the first stakes winner of the year 
for his sire King Cole, which is now at stud in 
Colorado, The son of *Pharamond 2nd_ formerly 
belonged to Ogden Phipps and stood at Cy White's 
Elsmeade Farm, Lexington. In 1949 he was pur- 
chased by a western syndicate, and moved to 
R. E. Jones’s Beaver Creek Stock Ranch, 60 miles 
south of Denver. King Cole is also sire of the 
stakes winners Big F. and King Bay.

Lord Putnam was foaled March 11, 1948, at A. 
B. (Billy) Karsner’s farm on the Bryan Station 
Pike, Lexington. He was bought by Mrs. Sara 
Chait at the Saratoga Sales of 1949 from the 
Karsner consignment for $12,500, one of the higher 
prices of the annual New York sales. Mr. Karsner 
sent a draft of seven yearlings to Saratoga which 
averaged $5,557, placing him among the top seven 
consignors in point of average. The Requested— 
Star Miss colt was the star of the lot. Mr. Karsner 
considered him to be a “powerful colt, big but 
well balanced. He looked like a good horse.” 

The colt made his first start on May 13, at 
Garden State Park. He ran five furlongs in :58%, 
under 112 pounds, and set a new track record, 
clipping two-fifths from Blue Peter’s mark. His 
margin over Shy Bim, the runner-up, was 3% 
lengths. 


In the William Penn Stakes, Lord Putnam 
picked up five pounds from his previous race, but 
as in his maiden effort he was in front most of 
the way. His principal rival was Iswas, which 
had won a division of the Youthful Stakes through 
a disqualification. Lord Putnam moved to a 1%- 
length lead at three furlongs, and won by a length 
over the Brookfield Stable colt. Royal Mustang 
fnished four lengths behind Iswas. The official 
time for the race was :58%, but the Daily Rac- 
ing Form clocker made in :58%5, just a fifth 
slower than the track record. 

Last year, on the day before Star Miss, dam 
of Lord Putnam, was to foal, Mr. Karsner sold 
her to Mrs. Elizabeth Brisbine, of Winnetka, Ill. 
Mrs. Brisbine has raced on a modest scale, but 
Star Miss was her first broodmare purchase. The 
mare foaled on schedule, and Mrs. Brisbine now 
has a yearling sister to the William Penn winner. 
Mare and foal now are quartered at Buckner M. 
Browning’s Brownwood Farm, near Lexington. Star 
Miss had no foal this year, but was bred this 
spring to Free for All, and is in foal. 


The William Penn winner is the first stakes 
winner of 1950 for his sire, Requested, which is 
owned by Ben F. Whitaker and Dan F. Rice and 
stands at Leslie Combs 2nd’s Spendthrift Farm, 
Lexington. Lord Putnam is the ninth stakes win- 
ner, all told, for Requested. He is the first stakes 
winner for his breeder, Mr. Karsner, who for 
seven years was manager of Leo J. Marks’s Le 
Mar Stock Farm, at Lexington. For the last five 
years he has been operating his own establish- 
ment.
